In discussing th** proposition of 
marketing infertile eggs, Mr. liar- 
key said that he could guarantee 
a price of ten cent* per dozen bet­ 
ter on the infertile than on the 
f rtile eggs, and as a rule the price 
would be fifteen cents on the 407/* 
en better. In addition to this there 
is always a market for the infer­ 
tile egg. because you ran always 
depend on it being good. 
The association is planning to 
form an egg association here to 
inndle the infertile **ggs. Any one 
having eggs to sell can put up 
their roosters today and in twen- 
ty-five days they can guarantee 
their eggs to he infertile. All who 
are interested are asked to com­ 
municate with the association. 
In speakinng of the different 
fattening methods, a series of ex­ 
periments were mentioned whefe 
three hogs were taken, one put in 
a close pen, another in a large lot 
and another in a half acre oat 
field. 
They were fed the samn 
amounts and in the same length, 
of time, the hog in the pen gained' 
6 pounds, the hog in the lot gain­ 
ed 11 pounds and the one in the 
oat patch gained 30 pounds. Oats 
are proven to be as valuable a 
forage crop for hogs as alfalfa.

South, Last atld th* C* lit rat States 
tin* ehigger, or red hug, seh litiii 
eally known a* the harvest mile, 
and which is micro ophie in size, 
often attacks a person when walk­ 
ing thru long grass or other vege 
tat ion. 
They do not choose any 
particular part of the hotly, hut 
attack the exposed portions first. 
Thus the bn re foot boy in many 
parts o f the South and East has 
become painfully acquainted with 
these red eight legged pests. They 
enter the large 
sweat 
tubes or j 
pores of the skill, where their pro- j 
gress is necessarily slow, and 
a 
few hours later the spot where 
they entered becomes very' painlul 
or cau ses intense itching. 
Chiggers are most abundant and 
troublesome in the trophies, but 
are generally distributed if» the 
gulf states, up the Mississippi riv 
er to Missouri and Illinois, 
and 
thru the At l a n t i c coast states to! 
Northern New .Jersey, F a rm e rs '1; 
Bulletin No. 671 by the I nited 
States of 
Agriculture, 
Harvest 
Mites, or “ Chiggers,” states that 
these pests are most bothersome 
between the months of dune and 
< )ctober. 
The large inflamed spots which 
the presence of the mites 
under 
the first layer of skin cause are of­ 
ten diagnosed as hives, nettle rash, 
urticaria, or “ wheals.’ and close­ 
ly 
resemble the “ bites" of flea» 
and of some mosquitoes. 
A eliar 
aeteristie of the harvest mite at­ 
tack is that on tin* second or third 
day a minute water blister usual­ 
ly' develop in middle of the iutest 
ed area. 
To walk among blackberry or 
other shrubbery, or to come 
in 
eontack with grasses or similar 
herbage along streams or pools, on 
e d g e s of marshes, or under trees 
near such places the mites inhabit, 
is to invite an attack. 
It is ob­ 
vious, therefore, that the best pre­ 
ventive is to avoid exposure. 
It a 
hath in hot water, or water con­ 
taining salt or strong soap, how­ 
ever. is taken within a few hours 
after exposure, no ill efleets will 
be experienced. 
Sulphur is the best preventative 
for chiggers. 
It has been found, 
according to the bulletin, that a 
person walking thru vegetation i- 
attacked mostly from the knees 
down, so by sifting flowers or sul­ 
phur in the underclothing from 
the knees downward, and into the 
shoes and stockings, these 
mites 
are eliminated to a great extent. 
Naphthalene is also successfully 
used in the same manner, and is a 
safeguard against 
several 
other 
oruis of man intesting 
tropical 
insect pests. 
After a person has become ex­ 
posed to an attack 
of 
harvest 
mites, an application to the affect*, 
ed parts of a moderately strong d o n ’t 
solution of ammonia is 
possibly 
the best counter-irritant, Because 
the poison secreted by the mites 
is acid, 
other 
counter-irritants 
such as bicarbonate of soda, 
or 
com m on c o o k in g soda or saleriitus, 
mav substituted in saturated so­ 
lution. If the suffering is severe, 
a dilute tincture of iodine or collo­ 
dion should be lightly' applied.

Most Rapid Photographs Ever 'fekee. 
f 
The most remarkable set of speed 
photographs ever taken are a part of 
the war department’s exhibit in Ma­ 
chinery Hall at the Panama Pacifte In­ 
ternational Exposition, San Fraoctoe* 
They are pictures of a shell from a 1ft- 
lach coast defense gun in flight, tft* 
set including the various phases of 
the flight beginning just as the great 
projectile pokes its nose out eC th* 
muzzle of the gun. 
The pictures were taken wfrh a 
leas having an exposure period ef 
- 
one five-thousandth of a second, tkds 
x 
being the fastest shutter ever manu­ 
factured. The exposure at^the proper 
time in the flight of the projectile 
was made by breaking an electric cir­ 
cuit in a wire stretched across -the 
trajectory at the desired point and 
connecting with the shutter. 
One picture shows the shell belt­ 
way out of the muzzle before any 
smoke and gas has escaped. Another 
was taken when the shell was two 
feet from the muzzle but hidden by a 
heavy ring of smoke. A third abews 
the shell in flight a hundred feet from 
the muzzle. 
The photographs are so 
perfect and the exposure so rapid that 
scarcely any blur is perceptible. TUey 
were taken at Fortress Monroe, Va, un­ 
der the direction of Capt.
